Peace rumors, against which this country had been 
warned, are flying. 
They are accomplishing nothing, 
however, except to arouse wonderment. 
The strateg y - ii th a t’s wh it it is -of sending out 
peace fet leis when tilings are going badly seems m ud­ 
dled to American m inds. 
It sounds more plausible 
to say that if H itler and Mussolini 
were 
trying to 
accomplish som ething by their r» 
tit confessions of 
adversity, they were hoping to throw th e opposition 
of! guard by raising its hopes. 
P lace Ls always possible. 
T hat is the underlying 
supp s t ion of belligerency, which otherwise would be 
tile nounal older of things and. 
therefore, 
of 
no 
particular consequence; there would be no alternative 
Moreover, the objective of modern w arfare is to pro­ 
duce term s of peace th a t will be acceptable. W ars of 
w anton destruction are outmoded, because the only 
pulp CJO of destruction is to exert pressure on the vic­ 
tim s determ ination to resist. 
Obviously, G erm any would 
like 
nothing 
better 
than peace on its own term s. 
It has nothing to gain 
new by continuing to fight. 
Its ultim ate exhaustion 
and defeat are virtually certain. 
Italy, likewise, m ust 
dream of p« ace before It has lost w h at little it has 
retained trom its unprofitable alliance witli Gel many 
Even Japan, which has m et no reverses yet, has good 
reason to dream rosily about pence th a t would place 
It securely in possession of Its conquests. 
But these things are as obvious to Americans, for 
instance, as they are to G erm ans, Italians and Jap a­ 
nese 
U nder 
the 
circum stances, the suggestion of 
peace is unattractive. Unless the populations whose 
gcverntm nts resorted to w ar were convinced beyond 
question ol doubt th a t belligerency was u blunder, 
peace wnutri be more dangerous than war. Until the 
Axis ha; suet tinea more and more serious reverses 
th an it has sustained so far, peace overtures, lf any, 
must be dismissed a* flimsy tricks 
to 
throw 
the 
opposite n off its snaid.

Clendening Again Refers To “Graying” Statement 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. I). 
NOT LONG ago in tills column I 
m entioned th a t there had been a 
report o f. tile discovery of a new 
vitam in which would prevent the 
grayin ' of hair. I said th at I had 
seen some of the experim ents with 
this vitam in in a biology laboratory

on gray rats. I also said. most, em ­ 
phatically, th at I did not believe its 
use in hum an beings would be a t­ 
tended with success, th at I did not 
believe th at it would prevent the 
xraying of hair nor restore gray hair 
to its original color, and did not a d ­ 
ust anybody to rxi>ei Intent w ith it 
until further Investigation had been 
made. 
Jest to show how Impressive such 
»utement 
in the press are, there 
’os not U on a day gone by since 
then, but th at someone has w ritten 
me. asking me where they c a r ob- 
uln the vitam in which I recom ­ 
mended to prevent the graying of 
hair. This Is a little discouraging to 
a publicist, so I repeat the state­ 
ment. 
II afr Has Purposes 
Blit I am encouraged and very 
much Interested bs a report lr. the 
Journal of the American Medical 
association from Dr. Ales Hrdlicka. 
me of the most em inent ethnolo- 
Tlsts In the world. Ethnologists, as 
you know, have a good deal to do 
with hair and thereto:e Dr. H rd- 
icka’s discussion comes with au- i 
thority. 
Just w hat is hair and w hat are 
tx functiors? 
It will not do to 
inaner this by saying that hair is 
an appendage of the skin and serves 
for a protection of the body. It does 
that, but th at is not the whole story 
Hair is really a kind of organ 
serving a num ber of purposes be­ 
sides mere passive protection. It in ­ 
creases tlv sensitivity of the skin. 
It has esthetic and m ating signifi­ 
cance and particularly, so far as 
this discussion is concerned, through 
its pigment it is an im portant mean* 


of elim ination of certain by-products 
of nutrition. 
C ontains M elanin 
In enlarging a hair one thousand 
times, it will be seen to contain a 
good deal of m elanin. This Is a pig­ 
m ent which is a by-product of n u ­ 
trition and needs to be removed from 
the body, and the h air Is nearly the 
only organ 
for 
this 
elim ination. 
“Make a count of the hair th at m in 
cuts and loses during his life,” says 
Dr. Hrdlicka. “and the m aterial thus 
elim inated will assum e a respectable 
proportion.” Tile ordinary graying 
of hair m eans not th a t m elanin Is 
changing or losing color, but th a t 
less and less of it is formed and 
hence present, Entirely gray or white 
hair is th at which is quite free from 
melanin. 
Explodes A Myth 
It is possible th at under starvation 
and prolonged severe ‘train produc­ 
tion o.f m elanin in the body ceases 
and therefore the hair turns gray 
for a while, and as health is restored 
its natural color returns The pris­ 
oner whose hair turned white in a 
single night, however, Is a m yth -o 
far as scientific investigation h a c 
shown up to the present time, be­ 
cause the m elanin is dead and can­ 
not possibly be decolored by anv 
m ental effect. 
It is possible that 
sudden graying m ay occur from the 
form ation of bubbles of gas in the 
medulla of th e hair. 
Viewed in this scientific m anner, 
it. Is difficult to see how any vitam in 
can possibly affect gray hair. Early 
in the process of graying a vitam in 
m ight possibly Ax m elanin In the 
body for a short, time, but this pro­ 
cess would steadily grow more diffi­ 
cult with tim e until it became im ­ 
passible.
